and destroy all breeding places. 
You can destroy mosquitoes' breed­ 
ing places by: draining pools and wa­ 
ter holes when possible, pouring oil or 
kerosene in w ater where mosquitoes 
might breed, removing moss and weeds 
from the edges of stock ponds and
